MDT) the Japanese minister 
at Berne handed to the foreign office the Japanese government's 
reply to the Allied declaration transmitted to Japan by the govern- 
ments of the United States, Great Britain, the Soviet Union and 
China Aug. 11. 
| “The reply was addressed to the United States government for 
forwarding to the four Allied governments. It was handed to the 
American minister at Berne at 8:25 p.m. and cabled to the Swiss 
legation at Washington at 9:05 p.m.” 

Informed quarters said that the Japanese note accepted the 
Allied surrender conditions. Harrison left the foreign office at 
9:20 pm. with a satisfied expression on his face but refused any
